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A Message of Cash Importance to Our Savers 


Dear Saver: 

The earnings you receive on your savings account are in danger of being reduced as a result 
of a tax bill now in Congress. 

This bill, H.R.10650, already has passed the House of Representatives. As approved by 
the House the bill provides: 

1. For a substantial increase in the taxes paid by savings and loan, associations. This is the 
same as taxing you because any increase in taxes paid by savings and loan associations 
reduces the earnings from which associations pay dividends to savers. 

2. For a 20% withholding tax on all interest and dividends. Under this proposal 20% would 
be skimmed off the earnings from all types of investments.: United States savings bonds, cor¬ 
porate stocks and bonds, insurance, mutual funds, and savings in. banks, savings and loan 
associations and credit unions. 

Further Facts About Savings and Loan Taxation 

While the bill as passed by the House of Representatives provides for a substantial increase 
In the taxes paid by savings and loan associations, competitive interests are asking that the Senate 
levy even greater taxes on savings and loan associations than the increase voted by the House. If this 
proposal should prevail in the Senate, It would greatly increase our expenses and make it difficult, if 
not impossible, for us to maintain the present rate of earnings on your savings. 

Additional. Facts About Withholding 

Our institution and all others that pay interest or dividends would be required to deduct 
20% and send it to the government. You would be required to claim this 20% as tax paid when you 
file your annual personal income tax return. 

Savers who for one reason or another would not have to pay federal income tax in any one 
year would have to file an exemption certificate with us and with every organization that pays them 
interest or dividends. This certificate would have to be filed each year, else withholding would 
be necessary. 

Some people do not pay their full tdxes on interest and dividends. This Is the reason for 
the 20% withholding tax proposal on the interest and dividends of everyone. The government is 
In effect trying to weed the garden with a bulldozer when it requires withholding on the Interest and 
dividends of everyone in order to make sure that it collects taxes owed by the few who do not report 
all of their interest and dividends on their personal income tax returns. 

If you agree that taxes on savings and loan associations—which you, the saver, would end 
up paying—should not be increased and if you agree that this proposed withholding tax against your 
savings and investments is unnecessary and unfair, then you can do something about it by writing 
to your two United States senators. 

Now is the time to protest, and the protest must be made to those who are writing the 

tax law.

Our Position on Savings And Loan Taxation 

1. Savings and Loans have paid taxes for many years, just like other businesses. 
To encourage building up bad debt reserves Savings and Loans have been able to accu- 
mulate up to a maximum of 72% of total savings accounts. 

2. Nobody expects a "free ride" on taxes. What we do want is a tax formula 
that will allow us to build up bad debt reserves adequate to absorb losses rather than some 
hasty, thrown-together formula that only penalises us because we pay higher earnings to 
our customers. 

3. Savings and Loans make real estate loans that run 20 years or longer, so losses 
won t show up each year, but tend to "bunch up" when there is a slump or recession. It’s 
necessary to build adequate reserves to take care of such possibilities. 

4. Savings and Loans are a low-margin business. By the time we collect our inter¬ 
est on long-term mortgage loans, pay our savers 4.5% dividends, we are left with approxi¬ 
mately 1.5% to pay the expenses of our associations and provide for reserves. Any in¬ 
crease in taxation is inevitably going to wind up coming out of the customer's pocket, either 
In the form of higher rates on loans or lower earnings on savings. 

5. Whatever Congress decides, your Savings and Loan Associations will continue 
to put "safety" first and keep adding to the reserves that protect your savings. 



A MESSAGE OF IMPORTANCE 
TO OUR LOAN CUSTOMERS: 


Congress currently Is considering legislation which if enacted would adversely affect you 
and the other home owners and home buyers of the nation. 

This legislation, which is supported primarily, by competitive interests, calls for a drastic re¬ 
vision of the savings and loan income tax law. Such a revision would severely restrict our ability to 
attract savings and would result in a significant reduction in the amount of funds available for home 
mortgage lending. 

As you know, when money for lending on homes is not readily available, interest rates on 

home loans will rise. This is simply an application of the economic maxim that if demand exceeds 
supply, the price will rise. 

Therefore, should you as a home owner desire to sell your home or buy another, this In¬ 
crease in interest rates could have a material effect on the price of a house. A buyer for your pres¬ 
ent home would be inclined to pay less for it because he would be unable to obtain a reasonable 
mortgage with monthly payments tailored to his income. By the same token, if you were to purchase 
another home, you would find your interest costs on a new mortgage to be higher than should be 
necessary. 

This legislation is now pending before the United States Senate. We urge that you write 
to Senators EVERETT M. DIRKSEN and PAUL H. DOUGLAS telling them that you oppose this legisla¬ 
tion which will drastically hurt our country's housing program, will lead to higher interest rates on 
home mortgages, and which will adversely affect your ability to buy or sell a home.

Will Become State Property 

We don't recall losing track of any funds in 
recent decades, but we are looking through our rec¬ 
ords, just in case. Statistics indicate that some 
Quad-Cityans will be affected by Illinois' new 
escheat law on bank accounts which goes into effect 
May 1, and we don't want to be among them. 

Banks currently are reviewing their records 
and address listings and trying to revive accounts 
in which the customer has made no deposit or with¬ 
drawal or has had no interest entered in his pass¬ 
book in the last 15 years. Beginning in May, ac¬ 
counts inactive that long will become state prop- 

Most dormant accounts are small, but a few 
are large, like that of an Illinois man who went off 
to war in 1942 and forgot about his $9000 deposit, 
now grown with interest to $13,000. Happily, he 
was located, and banks are endeavoring to contact 
others. For those who have moved since 1947 and 
believe they may have overlooked an old 'savings 
account, it could be well worth their time to find 
out, and soon.
